Tax Increase August 1 

The State Board of Equalization announced Monday 
that the 1967 tax act contains two tax increases which are 
of immediate concern to consumers and businessmen. Both 
of these taxes are administered by the State Board. The 
first one increases the State sales and use tax rate from 
3 to 4 per cent effective August 1. This will bring the 
combined State and local rate to 5 per cent. The new rate 
will apply to all taxable retail sales made on and after 
August 1. 

The State Board said under the new law the follow¬ 
ing is a part of the sales tax schedule which will take 
effect on August 1:

More expensive purchases would follow the same mathe¬ 
matical increase, the Board said. California’s 400,000 re¬ 
tailers are being mailed the full new tax schedules. 

The second immediate tax increase is on cigarettes. 
The State tax on a standard package of 20 cigarettes will 
raised from 3 to 7 cents effective August 1, 1967. 

An additional cigarette tax of 3 cents a package for 
the benefit of cities and counties will go into effect on 
October 1, 1967. It is expected that the latter increase will 
result In a discontinuance of all locally-collected cigarette 
taxes. Further Information on this subject wUl be mailed 
to taxpayers by the Board early in September.

County 
Tax Rate 
Increase 

Supervisor Frank G. Bon- 
elll, chairman of the Los 
Angeles County Board of Su¬ 
pervisors, this week saw a 
county general tax rate In¬ 
crease for the 196/7-68 fiscal 
year of less than 5 cents for 
each $100 of assessed valu¬ 
ation— some 10 cents less 
than the previously estim- 
mated county tax rate hike 
of 14.6 cents. 

Chairman Bonelli made 
his projection as County As¬ 
sessor Philip E. Watson an¬ 
nounced that the 1967-68 
assessment roll shows an 
increase of 7.71 per cent 
over last year. The County 
Chief Administration Officer 
had lused a 4 per cent to- 
crease In the assessment roll 
in his budget compilation, 
Bonelli pointed out 

“The assessed value now 
certified by the Assessor is 
3.71 per cent over that esti¬ 
mated by the Chief Admin¬ 
istrative Offlcter,” Bonelli 
emphasized, "and the sub¬ 
stantial increase over the 
early estimates will bring 
the equivalent of an addi¬ 
tional 10-cent reduction In 
the projected 14.6-cent tax 
rate hike.” 

He continued, “From a 
starting point of a possible 
29-cent county tax rate In¬ 
crease, the Board, by mak¬ 
ing substantial budget cuts 
and having the advantage 
of an added assessment roll 
Increase, now Is able to see 
a tax rate boost of less 
than a nickel for the 1967-68 
year. Holding the property 
tax rate increase to a bare 
minimjum is a considerable 
accomplishment."

$4.66 billion, a gain of $34 
million over last year. 

The Board noted that 
equalization and lower com¬ 
mon stock values for .nearly 
every major utility account¬ 
ed for the minimal changes 
in many counties. 

Common stock averages 
are a major factor in the 
Board’s valuation, but it 
also uses debt, capitalized 
earnings, reproduction cost 
new less depreciation, and 
historical cost less depreci¬ 
ation as value indicators.

Policing Brings Almost 
$64-Million to Tax Rolls

County Assessor Philip E. Watson announced this week 
that $63,885,410 in escape and penalty assessments were 
added to the assessment roll as a result of the 1966-67 audit 
of business property affi¬ 
davits conducted by his 
audit staff. 

An extra $168,036,320 in 
solvent credits also was 
turned up in the audit find¬ 
ings, for a total additional 
tax collection' of more than 
$5,000,000 for local taxing 
agencies, Watson said. 

In the four years Watson’s 
department has been audit¬ 
ing business property dec¬ 
larations, a total of approxi¬ 
mately $210 million in addi¬ 
tional assessed value and 
$365.5 million in solvent 
credits has been recovered 
by the County. 

The additional taxes col¬ 
lected in the four years 
covers the total budget of 
the Assessor’s office for al¬ 
most two full years, Watson 
saio. The cost of the audit 
program last year was more 
than covered by the tax re¬ 
covery in solvent credits 
alone. All additional tax 
monies represent a “bonus” 
to local taxing agencies. 


This past year’s audits in¬ 
volved 4,814 documents with 
a total of $55,980,000 in es¬ 
cape assessments and $7,- 
905,410 in penalties. ’The As¬ 
sessor said there had been 
a substantial decline In pen¬ 
alties because of fewer in- 
stan'ces of deliberate under¬ 
reporting and a statutory re¬ 
duction in the amount of 
penalty that can be levied. 

State law now prescribes 
a 50 percent penalty lor a 
first offense, in instances 
where the Assessor might 
have used a higer penalty, 
he said. 

Watson’s audit program 
program was begun in 1963, 
his first year in office, .under 
state law which left audit¬ 
ing up to the policy of the 
individual Assessor. Under 
provisions of AB 80, passed 
at the last session of the 
legislature. Assessors must 
now audit, at least once 
every four years, businesses 
with a market value in per¬ 
sonal property of more than 
$50,000. 

Headed by Los Angeles 
County, the seven counties 
of the state have put to¬ 
gether a joint-coun'ty audit 
program to comply with the 
law for the coming year, in 
which auditors •of one coun¬ 
ty will do the job for all the 
participating Counties, Wat¬ 
son said. This will save 
time and money for both the 
counties and the businesses 
being audited, since a single 
audit trip can do the work 
of several. 

Watson pointed out that 
while counties can contract 
with the State Board of 
V Equalization for audit serv¬ 
ices, the southern counties 
cooperative program repre¬ 
sents a real savings to the 
taxpayers. Cost per audit 
for his department has been 
averaging $80, while the 
minimum State Board audit 
charge is $250.
